- Frankfort, Ky., April 10.—Former Gov- 
¢ernor W. O. Bradley, who was _ chief 
counsel for former Governor W. 8S. Tay- 
lor in the gubernatorial contest case be- 
fore the législature last year, gave sen- 
sational testimony this afternoon in the 
trial of Captain Garnett D, Ripley, who 
is charged with conspiring with others 
to bring about the murder of William 
Goebel. Mr. Bradley detailed a conver- 
sation which he had with Captain Rip- 
ley while the latter was in charge of his 
military company during the occupancy 


of the state capitol by the Taylor troops. 


last spring in which Ripley told him of 
frequent conferences with Governor 
Taylor prior to the assassination. Wit- 
ness said that Ripley told him he was in 
the executive office the day before the 
shooting and complained to Taylor be- 
cause he had not called out his (Ripley’s) 
company and asked when he _ should 
have the company ready. Taylor replied: 

“My God! Haven't you brought 
them yet? Goebel will not live 
twenty-four hours, or cannot live 
twenty-four hours, I have forgotten 
which he said,” declared the witness.

HE CONSIDERS DEWET CRAZED 


Botha’s Determination Was Taken 
After a Recent Interview with ” 
General Dewet. 


Cape Town, April 10.—It'is understood 
here that although General DeWet, at 
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his recent interview with General Botha, 
refused to surrender, Genera] Botha re- 
garding him as irresponsible, undertakés 
to negotiate in behalf of the entire Boer 
forces. The British authorities here con- 
sider that if General Botha surfendera, 
DeWet’s following can be easily taken. 

As explained here, this action was de- 
termined in part by General Botha’s dis- 
covery at a recent meeting General De- 
Wet’s intellect had weakened, and that 
his influence , with his’ followers was di- 
minishing, and that a continuance of the 
campaign, in view of General DeWet’s iIr- 
responsibility, rested with General Botha 
alone, 


London Is Rejoicing. 

‘London, April 11—The report that Gen- 
eral Botha has renewed the negotiations 
with Lord Kitchener is not yet officially 
confirmed, but it is generally credited 
and received with -satisfaction, excgpt by 
the. ultra-jingoes; who fear that the,gov- 
ernment .will menew the terms recently 
rejected.

FILIPINO MONEY IS TAKEN. 


Mapes Has Captured $40,000. 
Chicken Fighting in Manila. 


Manila, April 10.—Lieutenant Mapes, of 
the Twenty-third infantry, has captured 
$40,000 ofSinsurgent funds and has taken 
prisoner three officers belonging to Gen- 
eral Calile’s staff near Manila. 

Under the old regulations, cockpits will 
be re-established in Manila, the privilege 
of conducting them being granted to the 
widow of Captain Lara, who commanded 
the native police of the city. Formerly 
the municipal revenue derived from cock 
fighting amounted to $60,000 annually. 

It is stated that before Aguinaldo is lib- 

erated he will be required to obtain the 
surrender of General Tinio, the insurgent 
leader.

The late Governor Mount, of Indiana, 
refused to honor a requisition for Tay- 
lor’s return to this state on the ground 
that -he had been falsely accused. 
Mount’s successor, Governor Durbin, 
more conservative, has always refused 
to express himself publicly upon the mat- 
ter, but it has ben Known to the Ken- 
tucky authorities for some time that he 
was awaiting further investigation of 
the crime before committing himself. 

The belief is -now freely expressed 
that today’s developments will be *suffi- 
cient to cause Governor Durbin to honor 
the requisition for Taylor’s .return .to 
Kentucky soil, especially as the witness 
who gave the’ evidence is one of the 
most prominent republicans in the south. 

Yost To Substantiate Bradley. 

Moreover, it is authoritatively: stated 
that Governor Bradley’s testimony -will 
be substantiated on tomorrow by another 
republican, Judge William Yost, a former 
democrat, who left the party because of 
his opposition to Goebel and supported 
Taylor, against whom he is now ree 
to testify. 

It is reported upon good authority that 
Captain Ripley, the man on trial. will 
take the stand in his own behalf and tell 
all that he knows of the plot to murder 
Governor Goebel. The fact that all four 
of Ripley's attorneys are democrats 
lends color to the statement that he will 
give all the information in his possession. 
Ripley and Henry E. Youtsey, now serv- 
ing a life term in prison for his share 
in the c are expected to be witness- 
es for the commonwealth at the next 
trial of ex-Secretary of State Caleb Pow-

MANDAMUS TOBE 
BROUGHT AGAINST PARK 


Because of State. Treasurer's Refusal 
To Use Fund in Treasury—At- 
. torney General’s Opinion © 
| That Money Can Be 
Used Is Disputed. 


Governor Allen D. Candler left the city 
last night for New York, where he will 
be gone about a week, and while there 
he will make arrangements to borrow 
$200,000 on account of the state, as he is 
permitted to do under the constitution, for 
the purpose of paying the school teachers 
of Georgia their second month’s salary 
for the present year. 

Back of this plan to borrow. money to 
pay the teachers, without which they 
would not get their pay until next win- 
ter, is a story of a big lawsuit between 
state officials, a story yet undeveloped, 
but which will prove of untold interest 
and which will have branches involving 
several of the statehouse officials and 
prominent politicians ane legal lights of 
the state. 

This lawsuit will bring back into view 
the famous fight over the Atlanta dépot 
in the last legislature, for it involves 
the public property fund of $432,000 in the 
state treasury, and the legal right of the 
state officials to use it temporarily to pay 
the teachers in the spring and rejmburse 
the fund when the state taxes are paid. 

There is only $96,000 in the state treas- 
ury now which is available for paying 
the teachers. When that is exhausted, 
as it will.be, State Treasurer Park will 
refuse to honor the governor’s warrants 
on the ground that he has no funds in 
the treasury with which to continue the 
payments. State School Commissioner 
G. R. Glenn will then bring mandamus 
proceedings against the state treasurer 
in Fulton superior court; seeking to com- 
pel him to make the payments by borrow- 
ing temporarily from the publie property 
fund, &@8 has beén done heretofore. The 
case will go from there to the stipreme 
court, and that court will construe the 
law and decide whether the state treas- 
urer has the right to borrow from the 
puMic property fund in order to pay the 
teachers. 

In the meantime, of course, the teach- 
ers would be suffering for lack of their 
salaries unless some. provision were made 
for them. For this reason the governor 
has determined to borrow the $200,000 per- 
mitted by the constitution, so the teach- 
ers will get their money on time, and will 
not be materially affected by the legal 
proceedings. 


Grew Out cf Depot Fight. 

The coming lawsuit that now confronts 
these statehouse officials grew ous§ of the 
fight over the Atlanta depot question in 
the last legislature. 

The public property fund was tsed 
last year to pay the teachers and has 
been so used for several years past. It 
has been used as a kiting fund, so to 
speak, the amount necessary to make the 
payments on account of public schools 
being borrowed from it yearly and paid 
back when the taxes were collected in the 
winter. 

The constitution prescribes that this 
money can be used only for the purpose 
of paying off bonds, which has been con- 
strued also to mean the interest on bonds 
as well. The legislature can appropriate 
it for no other purpose. But it has 
been decided by the attorney general on 
several occasions that the state treasurer 
can borrow from this fund for the pur- 
pose of paying~ school teachers,’ the 
amount borrowed being paid back from 
taxes subsequently collected. The fund, 
however; cannot be used, even in this way, 
for any other purpose. 

When the legislature wanted to appro- 
priate this money to build a depot on the 
state’s property in Atlanta, this cunsti- 
tutional provision stood in the way, and 
had a majority of the legislature decided 
to build the depot, a roundabout way 
would have been necessary in order to 
get at the money for this purpose. 

It was at that time that the teachers 
made such a hard fight against the At- 
lanta depot, because they thought if this 
kiting fund was removed they would 
have to wait eight or ten months before 
getting their money. 

Joe Hall’s- Threat. 

It was this same persistent and de- 
termined fight against the use of the 
money, even by subterfuge, for building 
the’ depot, that created the doubt, the 
serious doubt, in the mind of State Treas- 
urer Park and others as to whether the 
money could be used temporarily for the 
purpose of paying the teachers. To a cer- 
tain extent, therefore, the teachers in 
making the fight against the depot hurt 
théir own cause. - 

But Hn. Joe Hall, of Bibb, who led the 
opposition forces to the depot, knew of 
the borrowing of this money for public 
school purposes. Having ~§ fought the 
plan to spend it for the purposes of bui 
ing a depot, he Was determined, it ap- 
pears, that if he had anything to do 
with it, it should not be used to pay the 
teachers, no matter what construction 
was placed on the law by the attorney 
general or anybody else. 

Mr. Hall, therefore, has threatened, it is 
understood, to raise all sorts of a dis- 
turbance if the state treasurer should 
dare to touch a dollar of this money, 
even in the way of a temporary loan for 
the purpose of paying the schoolteachers.

Nothing has ever so profoundly 
shocked this section or cast such»gloom 
over -the: people as the tragedy. 4 

What passed between young Arrington 
and Miss Cleghorn jvet prior to the trag- 
edy will never be known, as not a living 
scul witnessed the deed. 

It occurred in an isolated part of the 
town and just back of the home of John 
D. Taylor. Evidence is that théy sad 
‘been sitting on a log for an hour or more 
talking. Ten shots were fired In all, as 
was ascertained by the two Smith & Wes- 
son revolvers—32. and 38 caliber—that lay 
near them. Opinion obtains that the deed 
was not premeditated, but was borf in the 
brain of the man in a second, ahd per- 
haps from something that passed between 
them. 

Miss Cleghorn left her home & bout 2 
o'clock, going in the direction of 
the ‘spot where she was [found 
dead. Arrington left his store 
about the same time, going in the same 
direction. Several. parties passed them 
while sitting om the Ing talking: It is 
supposed they had erranred the méeting 
for the purpose of discussing their love 
affair, and that)ehe had told him she 
could not marry Hieand to consider the 
affair a tring of thepast. 

Five of the shots.struck Miss Cleghorn. 
Three were close together in her breast, 
and were fired at close range. One shot 
brcke her arm and another grazed -he 
flesh on the other arm. It is the general 
belief that Arrington held her while he 
did the shooting. He then fired three 
bellets into his own hveast, causing in- 
stant death. Two negroes working in 2 
field near by heard the shots and gave 
the alarm. 

When citizens reached the scene a 
frightful. picture was revealed. Arring- 
ton lay stilt in death, and near him Miss 
Cleghorn lay. with the shadow of eter- 
nity slowly dimming her peerless beauty. 
She was conscious, and, looking up piti- 
fully to those bendirg above her, said: 

“Oh, why did he do it?’ 

She lived perhaps half an hour, hut 
no ather words passed her lins. 
Cleghorn seemed to recognize no one, not 
even her gricf-stricken father, who was 
at her side in a few minutes after the 
sound of the shots was heard. 

Tenderly the body of the young wo- 
man, so cruelly shot down in the bloom 
of youth and oned by lifted from the

ground, crimsoned (by her blood, and 
borne to her. father’s home, distant some 
four or five hundred yards. The body 
of Arrington was taken to the hotel 
where he boarded. 

Many storics are current concerning the 
av-ful affair, but Arrington’s friends say 
he had no idea of killing his sweetheart 
when he went to see her. 

On his person was found the engage- 
ment ring and other jewelry he had given 
her, and’ it is certain that she had just 
given these to him. It is believed that 
she attempted to break permanently with 
him, and that this so inflamed Arrington 
that in a sudden madness the double kill- 
ing; ensued. 

Arrington, it is said, had telegraphed 
to Lafayette for a man to conie and take

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charge of his business in Summerville, 
and that he Intended coming to Rome to 
work with the Curry-Arrirgton company.

A report {fs in circulation that on the 
afternoon of the killing Arrington told 
the smal: regro who looked after his 
room that he (Arrington) had written a 
letter and concealed it. That he was go- 
ing out and might be killed, in which 
event the letter was to be delivered to 
the party to whom it was addressed... Af- 
ter the tragedy the negro was so fright- 
eheé he could not remember where it had 
been hidden. Search has failed to reveal 


much light on the matter. 

Miss Cleghorn was the daughter ot 
Captain J. 8. Cleghorn, of this place, who 
is one of the wealthiest and most influ- 
ential men in this part of the country. 
She was about twenty-two years old and 
was a very beautiful and accomplished 
young tady. Arrington was proprietor of 
the Arrington Drug Company, of this 
place, was about twenty-four years old 
and a young man with fine business 
qualifications. The young people had 
been sweethearts for some time, but her 
people had opposed her going with him 
and he was not allowed to see her at 
home.

-With no aldermanic amendments the

This is the first time the mayor has 
been called upon to use the authority 
yested in him by the amendment made to 
the city charter by the legislature last 
year. Had the mayor not been able to 
vote the ordinance wouki have died in 
the meeting. as three aldermen voted for 
it and three against it. Not having been’ 
altered by the board, it will not be neces-. 
sary for the ordinance to go back to 
council. 

The paper. however, is not up to the. 
mayor for his approval, Alderman Harvey. 
Johnson having given notice that he. 
would at the next regular meeting of the 
board move a reconsideration of the ac- 
tion of yesterday. That’ notice holds the 
ordinance up unt!l the afternoon of a 
18th.

There has come to light a condition of 
affairs in a family, m beat four, this 
county, which is worse than anything yet 
heard of in a civilized community. In 
the family of Henry Davis are two chil- 
dren of his. who have a step-mother. It 
is alleged that for years these two chifl- 
dren—twins—have not been allowed to eat 
sufficient to keep them alive. The children 
have been seen eating out of the slop 
bucket and many a time have ravenously 
eaten collard stalks. 

A few days since the people learned that 
one of the children was déad. Upon in- 
vestigation it was learned that the child 
had been sick with fever and its father 
and step-mother had whipped it the day 
before and had made it make up beds. 
The coroner of the county, Dr. H, R. 
Williams, with Dr, W. J. Love, Justice 
Bosworth and G. H. Hollingsworth, were 
sent for and went to the scene and held 
an inquest and autopsy. 

The verdict was that the child had died 
from typhoid fever and neglect. No physi- 
cian had been called in and no attention 
given it. 

When the dead child was washed the 
scales had accumulated on it and could 
not be. removed. 

The affair has highly incensed the peo- 
ple of this town, as well as the neighbors 
to the Davis family. and threats have 
been made. It is probable that the next 
grand jury will find an indictment against 
the father and mother.

“I would rather be under the sover- 
eignty of Spain,” he exclaimed, ‘‘than 
under that of the United States. The 
Ptatt amendment ~endangers the inde- 
pendence of Cuba. It means the predom- 
inance of American influence. I would 
either die of grief or leave the country 
should it be accepted,’ ‘

Establishment of Julius Meyers’s 
Sons Completely Destroyed—In- 
| gurance Is Over $250,000, 


Richmond. Va.. April 10.—The big dry 
goods and department store of Javius 
Meyers’s Sons. which occupied almost a 
quarter of a block on Broad street, to- 
_gether with the stock and fixtures, was 
completely destroyed by fire today. The 
fire originated on the third floor among 
some mattresses. but from what cause 
is a matter of doubt. The flames spread 
with great rapidity and when the fire de- 
partment reached the scene all it could 
do was to protect surrounding property. 

A charred body was discovered in the 
ruins. which proved to be the remains 
of R. Emmett Slaughter, manager of the 
carpet department. How he became en- 
trapped in the burning building is un- 
known. ‘ 

There are rumors of other casvalties, 
but they seem to be entirely without foun- 
dation. as t#e rest of the four hundred 
employees are said to be accounted ‘for. 
One’ lady. Mrs. Loose. was injured by 4 
pile of trunks falling on her. Several 
others fainted and had to be carried out 
and some were so bewildered they had to 
be forced out. 

The fire was witnessed by thousands 
of persons. A March gale was prevailing 
and burning embers were scattered for 
a radius of several biocks around, These 
ignited the roofs of other buildings and 
while the big fire was in progress the de- 
partment had to respond to five or six 
other alarms. The insurance is, on stock, 
$178,750; on fixtures, $20,600; on building, 
60,000. The ibuilding was owned \ by 
Emanuel Raab. 


CONVICT CAME TO THE RESCUE 


Penitentiary Guard Narrowly, Es- 
capes with Life. 

Richmond; Va., April 10.—(Special.)— 
Guard Baker. of the penitentiary, had a 
rarrow escape with his life today at the 
hands of a convict. He was saved by Ed- 
ward Williams, a negro convict, who, as a 
reward. was pardoned by the governor to- 
night. 

While Guard Baker was making his 
rounds he was assaulted by a vicious con- 
vict named John H. Carter, who attempt- 
ed to wrest a pistol from Baker. and 
with which he would undoubtedly have 
shot the guard: They tussled for posses- 
sion of the weapon and Carter had near- 
ly secured it from the guard. A number 
of convicts stood near and Carter fran- 
tically called upon them to come to his 
assistance and overcome the guard, but 
they remained motionless and would not 
take part in the encounter, Just when 
Carter was about to get the pistol the ne- 
gro convict. Williams, rushed to the a’§ 
of the guard and Baker was soon in pos- 
session of his pistol and Carter was 
locked up and will get the ‘hickory’ fog 
his outbreak. 


WAS EQUAL TO EMERGENCY. 


Negro Pawns Shoes To Pay a Court 
Fine. 

Richmond, Va.; April 10.—(Specia}:)— 
Barefooted and duskly looking, Willie 
Stanard proved himself equal to face an 
emergency in the Henrico county court 
this afternoon when he arrived there and 
found that Judge Wickham had fined him 
$1.70 for being absent during the trial cw 
Joe Johnson, charged with shooting him. 
“I have not that much money,’’ said the 
negro when told he had been fined. ‘‘Well, 
I must have it,” responded the judge. 
Then the negro pulled off his new patent 
leather shoes and‘ sent them to a pawn- 
shop where 70 cents was borrowed on 
them. The negro pulled off a sock and 
took a new dollar bill from it. Judge 
Wickham was paid and Stanard procecd- 
ed to testify. Johnson was given one year.

Her Wustand Warked. 
Knoxvitle, Tenn., April 10.—After the 
fashion of Mrs. Carrie Nation, Mrs. John 
Payne smashed a saloon in which her 
husband is employed, and ghreatened to 
stand at the door and prevent any cus- 
tomer from entering as long as he worked 
therein. The proprietor dismissed Payne, 
whereupon Payne entered suit for divorce 

from his wife. 

The court today enjoined Mrs, Payne 
from further smashing and her husband 
has returned to work, but he will con- 
tinue his efforts to secure divorce. 

He alleges that Mrs. Nation's example 
had inspired his wife to interfere with his 
occupation and that he can no longer live 
in peace with her.

Helm'ck, local agent of the Illinois Cen- 
tral, Yazoo and Mississippi Valley and 
Gulf and Ship Island roads at this place, 
will be succeeded by Mr. J. T. Savage, 
the present supervisor of the Little J.

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and Kansas City road from Merrill to 
Hattiesburg will probably bebuilt by way 
of Ellisville and the town will be asked 
to give the company a bonus, which the 
citizens seem willing to do. Hattiesburg 
has pledged $25,000 to secure the road. 


AFTER THE TOTERS OF PISTOLS 


Florida Legislators Still Discussing 
Carrying of Weapons. 
Tallahassee, Fla., April 10.—(Special.)— 
Both houses of the legislature today de- 
voted hours to the discussion as to how 
the wholesale carrying of concealed 
weapons can be prevented. Opinions of 
members differ radically. and the two 
houses are wide apart. The problem is 
scarcely any nearer sOlution now than at 
the beginning. Other business in the sen- 
ate today was of a routine character and 
numerous bills were advanced on the cal- 


endar. 

In the lower house a large number of 
new bitls were introduced. The most im- 
portant were: To place telegraph compa- 
nies in the state under the stpervision 
and control of the railroad commission; 
to prohibit the sub-letting of convicts; to 
preveit the kidnaping of, children for 
gain and prescribing a heavy penalty 
therefor; to provide for the issue by the 
state of bondsto refund the state’s bonded 
debt; making an appropriation for the 
encampment of state troops. 

A bill has been prepared by the special 
joint committee for the relief of the su- 
preme court by providing a Court com- 
mission to assist the present court.

VERDICT FOR THE SOUTHERN. 


Ticket Scalper Caspary Lost His 
Suit in Charleston. 
Charleston, 8..C,, April 10.—Special.)—A 
verdict for the defendant was rendered 
in the state court today in’ the case of 
Henry Caspary, a ticket scalper, against 
the South Carolina and Georgia railroad, 
now leased by the Southern.

Treasurer Park will refuse to honor fur- 


ther warrants for this purpose. Then State 


Schoo] Commissioner Glenn will institute 
mandamus proceedings to compel the 
treasurer to make the payments, citing 
the fact that he has $432,000, known as the 
public property fund, from which the at- 
torney, géneral has said he could borrow 
for the purpose of paying the teachers. 
This suit will in all probability be brought 
in the superior court of Fulton county, 
and in any event will be appealed to the 
supreme court, as it will be desired that 
that tribunal construe the law and say 


whether the state treasurer can borrow 


from this fund to pay the teachers. 
Teachers Will Not Have To Wait. 

While all this is going on it would be a 
great hardship on the teachers if they 
were made to await the law’s delay, when 
perhaps they need bread and butter. 

The matter has all been gone over thor- 
oughly between the officials at the capitol 
and they know just what ts going to be 
done. Seeing that this proceeding would 
delay the payments to the teachers per- 
haps several months, Governor Candler 
determined not to make them suffer,but to 
take advantage of the privilege given in 
the constitution and borrow the necessary 
funds. 

With the money now jn the treasury 
and that coming in from day to day from 
specific taxes, from the state road rental 
and other sources, the $200,000 that he 
will borrow will furnish ample funds with 
which to pay the teachers their month’s 
salary due this month. The amount need- 
ed is about $300,000, so it may be seen that 
the teachers need have no fear of getting 
their money. 

However, the proceeding which grows 
out of the whole matter will be of great 
interest. It will settle definitely the 
status of the public: property fund, so 
that in future the state treasurer need 
have no doubt as to what he should do in 
the premises. 

Treasurer Park’s Attitude. 

“T- cannot make any statement about 
what I may or may not do,” said Treas- 
urer Park yesterday, when asked about 
the matter. : 

“If the legislature had passed a bill pro- 
viding for a depot for Atlanta and the 
governor had signed it, I would not have 
paid out the money uhder that act. 

“I am sworn to support the constitution, 
and if the cortstitution is violated in an 
act of the legislature, or there is serious 
question about it, I would not make the 
payments specified under such an act. 

“The supreme court would have had to 
pass on the matter before I would have 
paid that money out for the Atlanta depot 
in case that bill had been passed.”’

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NATIONAL AID FOR NEGRORS 


Advocated by Professor Wright, of 
Georgia Industrial College. 


BALLOT NO HELP TO BLACKS 


Asserts That Southern States Are 
Not Able Tc Give Assistance 
Needed by Negroes.

Washington, April 10.—R. R. Wright, a 
colored man and president of the Indus- 
trial college lecated near Savannah, Ga., 
appeared before the industrial commis- 
sion today. He advocated nationa! aid in 
the matter of the education of the colored 
race, saying that this is necessary to 
their advancement, He did not consider 
the southern states financially able to 


give the necessary assistance. 

“It is impossible,” he said, ‘‘for north- 
ern men to realize the condition of igno- 
rance among the colored people in the 
south, nor the difficulties under which 
they labor in trying to secure informa- 
tion.”” He would also have the govern- 
ment agricultural experiment stations 
duplicated because of the difficulties in 
the way of making the existing stations 
available for the benefit of the colored 
race. 

Despite the natural difficulties he con- 
tended that the colored people are ad- 
vancing. and he asserted that the charge 
that the colored man is a burden to his 
white neighbor is not true. He showed 
that there are now over a million acres 
of farm land owned by negroes in Geor- 
gia and said that including this land the 
negroes of the state pay taxes upon $14,- 
000,000 worth of property. He said that as 
a rule the successful negroes were not 
the ex-slaves, but he expressed the opin- 
ion that if the government had given the 
colored men a mule and forty acres of 
land instead of conferring the ballot upon 
them it would have been for the benefit, 
of all. / 

Asked for his opinion concerning the 

effect of the disfranchisement of the ne- 
gro upon his future prospects, he replice 
that individually he thought it a mistake 
to take the ballot from any one at this 
late day, but he added that he did not, be- 
lieve that the ballot had been of any 
special benefit to the colored man. 
In reply to Mr. Kennedy he said that 
the requirement of an educational quali- 
fication for voting would be a stimulus to 
secure this qualification. 

“Very few colored people in the south,” 
he said. ‘‘take any interest in politics, and 
except in the cities they have come to the 
conclusion that they have no business 
with politics.” 


HAD TO PAY GAMBLING DEBT. 


Ivison Lost at Roulette and Objected 
To Settling. 

New York, April 10.—A jury before Jus- 
tice Fitzsimmons, in the city court. de- 
cided that Henry Ivison, a broker, would 
have to pay notes for $1,000 which he 
gave to John Bradley, of St. Augustine, 
Fla. Ivison fought payment of the money 
‘on the plea that the amount sued for 
represented ‘‘markers’’ which he had lost 
playing roulette in a place kept by Brad- 
ley. 

The defendant went on the stand to- 
day. In answer to questions he said 
that he was the maker of fhe notes, but 
he pleaded that they were given in pay- 
ment of money lost by him to the plaintiff 
at roulette. 

Asked whetlier he would have taken 
Bradley's money if he had won, Ivison 
replied that he thought he woud. 

In his charge to the jury Justice Fitz- 
simmons called attention to thé fact of 
Ivison’s admission that he would have 
retained the money if he had won and 
also that he offered to settle the matter 
ina letter. In the letter, Justice Fitzsim- 


mons said, I made no claim t the 
money was lost in a gambling transaction.

The first news 
he received of the death of the aged 
millionaire was a telegram sent him by 
Jones, the valet.

Mel- 
vin to maintain the status quo until wit- 
ness arrived in New. York.

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CATHOLICS FEAR 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


Reclor Conaly Urses Opposition 
fo Non-Religious Education 


CHURCH SCHOOLS: IN- PERI 


Declares That “Mighty Machine of 
Secularized Instruction” Threat- 
ens To Destroy All Effort 


ORegmeert of Church. 
Urges Catholic Union. 


Chicago, April 10.—‘‘Entering upon the 
new century the Catholic educational sys- 
tem in America must be prepared to meet 
with. difficulties that will test its strength 
to the utmost. The unification’ of edu- 
cation under state control has established 
a mighty raachine of secularized instruc- 
tion, which threatens to destroy all pri- 
vate effort either on the part of individ- 
uals or the church. It is important to 
meet unification by unification, to so 
strengthen the Catholic educational sys- 
tem that it may defend itself against all 
attacks and save the religious instruction 
of its people from the dangers of non- 
religious education.”’ 

Intense enthusiasm greeted this signifi- 
cant dec!aration today at the opening of 
a*conference of representatives of Cath- 
olic colleges throughout the United 
States. . The speaker was Dr. Thomas J. 
Conaty, rector of the Catholic University 
at Washington, D. C., and president of 
the National Association of Catholic col- 
leges, 

State School System. 

“Entering into a general view of the 
situation which presents itself,’’ said 
Mer. Conaty, it is important to realize 
the meaning of the facts which face us. 
Among these facts must Be reckoned the 
state school system with its rapidly in- 
creasing high school and even college de- 
velopment, the tendency to do away with 
colleges by uniting the high school to the 
university, the establishment of educa- 
tional institutions of all sorts endowed by 
private: munificence of non-Catholics and 
attracting Catholic students because the 
schools have not the character of state 
institutions, the tendencies of the univer- 
sities to control the state schools, to dic- 
tate the examination of teachers and to 
demand the university degree or approval 
as a condition of appointment.” 

Reference was made by the speaker to 
what he construed to be the efforts in this 
direction, as manifested in the schools of 
some of the large cities and as presented 
in the non-Catholic character of scien- 
tific publications, as also that of many of 
the aids to public instruction. 

To offset these conditions, Dr. Conaty 
said, the Catholic church spent last year 
in the United States the sum of $25,000,000 
on education, chiefly in parochial schools, 
and exclusive of what was spent in aca-

Hartford, Conn., April 10.—Action was 
begun in the United States circuit court 
here today by Mrs. Helen Potts Hall, of 
New York, for the recovery of her al:eged 
share in the millions of the late George 
F. Gilman, of Bridgeport... Mrs. ‘Hall de- 
clares that she is the adopted daughter 
of Mr. Gilman and brings her ‘action 
through her next friend, her brother, 
Frank. G.°;Potts; against the Bridgeport 
Trust Company,. as administrator of the 
Gilman estate, and against George W. 
Smith, of Bridgeport, as receiver. 

After estimating the value of the es- 
tate at more than $1,500,000, the, complaint 
says the property came inte Mrs. Hall's 
possession at the time of Gilman’s death 


wand there remained until she was forci- 


bly ousted by the defendants, For sever- 
al years prior to Mr. Gilman’s death, con- 
tinues ‘the compiaint, he, having con- 
ceived a strong personal regard for Mrs, 
Hall, adopted her, as his daughter and 
she became a member of his household 
and resided there unt!l] his death, manag- 
ing the household and pendering to -him 
the obedience of a natural daughter. 


Adopted Her as Daughter. 

On or about November 1, 1900, it is al- 
leged, Mr. Gilman entered into an agree- 
ment with Mrs. Hall that. if she would 
continue to live with him as a daughter 
until his death she would then be enti- 
tled to all his property, both real and 
personal, as fully and to the same extent 
as if she were his natural daughter. The 
complainant claims that she has fulfilled 
her part of the agreement. She states 
further that none of the relatives lived 
on intimate terms with Gilman, but on 
the contrary, they had for many years 
been estranged: ffom him and some were 
hostile to him and that Gilman failed to 
make a will an@ died intestafe. 

The complainant asks for a writ of in- 
junction perpetually enjoining the Bridge- 
port Trust Company, as administrator 
of the estate, from interfering with the 
business conducted by the Great Ameri- 
can Tea Company: that the Bridgeport 
Trust Company deliver to the complain- 
ant such assets as remain in its hands, 
in like manner as if she were the sole 
heir and next of kin of the deceased. 

The complainant further asks that 
George W. Smith, the receiver, who 
claims to have an interest in the estate, 
be enjoined from maintaining the same. 

Brings Suit in New York. 

New York, April 10.—Mrs. He-en Potts 
Hall, who claimed to be the adopted 
daughter of the late George Francis Gil- 
man, has commenced an action in the 
supreme court here, in which she seeks 
to enjoin Thephilus Gilman and

MIXED MARRIAGES OPPOSED. 


and Legislature in Canada. 

Montreal. April 10.—A pastoral] letter 
from Archbishop Bruchi has been read in 
all the Roman Catholic churches of this 
diocese and interesting references were 
made in it to the recent decision in the 
Deppit case and to the action of the 
legislature in granting to the Mount 
Royal cemetery the power to cremate 
bodies in place of burying them if so de- 
sired. As to the former, the archbishop 
merely restates the attitude of the church 
on mixed or irregular marriages, which 
cannot be affected by the judgment of 
civil tribunals. and warns all communli- 
cants not to offend at the risk of severe 
ecclesiastical penalties. 

With respect to cremation the arch- 
bishop’s declaration is of greater interest, 
since he virtually censures the legislature 
for granting the request of the Mount 
Royal Cemetery Company. which is a 
Protestant organization. The archbishop 
cites the rulings of the church on the 
subject, quoting Pope Leo XIII’s condem- 
nation of the practice in his letter to the 
bishops in May, 1886. and Cardinal Rich- 
ards’s vigorous denunciation in a pastoral 
letter of February, 1890.

Enraged About Manchuria, Rus-

NO MERCY TO BE SHOWN 


M. De Giers Warns Li Hung Chang 
That Russia Will Support Pol- 
icy of Utmost Severity 
in Regard to Chinese 
Empire. 


London. April 11.—‘“M. De Giers de- 
mands the return of all communications 
to the Chinese authorities from the Rus- 
sian legation regarding the Manchurian 
negotiations,’ says Dr. Morrison, wiring 
to The Times from Pekin, “and he has 
warned Li Hung Chang that instead of 
being, as heretofore, an advocate of the

Japan Applauds Russia. 

Yokohama, April 10.—The Nishin Shingi* 
Eshi, a leading newspaper, which reflects 
the government’s views, applauds Rus- 
sia’s judgment and love of peace and 
says the great desideratum now is the 
restoration to the Chinese government of 
effective authority, adding: 

“Russia cannot justly be condemned for 
the adoption of measures to protect rights 
acquired in Manchuria. Under the pres- 
ent conditions the duty of preserving or- 
der in Manchuria would devolve upon 
those responsible for Russia’s withdrawal. 
It would not conduce to Japan's interest 
to accept suth responsibility.”’ 

Washington, April 10.—The Japanese 
minister, Mr. Takahira, today received 
official arivices from the foreign office at 
Tokio entirely dispe‘ling the alarming re- 
ports as to a Russo-Japanese rupture, 
and showing that the Japanese govern- 
ment accepted the latest. declaration of 
Russia on Manchuria with the same sense 
of satisfaction that it had been received 
in the United States. Mr, Takahjra call- 
ed at the state department and informed 
Secretary Hay of the gratifying turn of 
events. 

.The position of Japan, as now defined 
in the highest official quarter, is practi- 
cally the same as that of the United 
States. As the other powers already 
have indicated their acceptance of the 
Russian declaration, the course of Japan 
removes the last possibility of division, 
and appears to restore the harmonious 
concert which has thus far proceeded in 
dealing with China, 

Missionary on Situation. 

New York, Apri! 10.—Then annual report

“With the exception of the massacres 
at Ku Choo, in Chekiang, in which eleven 
persons were killed, and at Hong Choo, in 
Hu Nan, all of the deaths occurred in the 
northern provinces, 

“The question has been raised at hom# 
as ito whether the boxer uprising was 
anti-missionary in its character. No 
daubt exists in the mind of any we:.l-in- 
formed person in China. The movement 
was undoubtedly against foreigners as 
such, and the crusade was directed 
against everything foreign—Christianity, 
of course, included. Hsu Ching Cheng and 
Yuen Chang, two ministers of the foreign 
office, would not transmit the awful edict 
which reiterated the order to ‘painfully 
extirpate all foreigners,’ but changed it so 
as to read protect all foreigners,’ and 
then sent it flying over the wires to the 
remotest provinces. 


Sentenced To Be Cut in Two. 

“They were sentenced to be cut in two. 
Missionaries were the class that bene- 
fited by this act of heroism. The fact 
ithat every missionary escaped from four- 
teen out of eighteen provinces would in- 
dicate that the crusade was not specially 
anti-missionary. 

‘We have to mourn the loss of many 

noble and devoted native workers. They 
were warned of the risk they were run- 
ning, but not a man ut the noble band 
of eignteen flinched. Their reply was, 
‘we go on a colportage tour. Gods will 
be done.” Only four of the eighteen re- 
turned from that journey. Of the col- 
porteurs under missionary supervision I 
have not heard of one who escaped. In 
some other parts of China colporteurs en- 
dured terrtble persecution, and some of 
them are only now venturing out of hid- 
ing. 
‘‘More than forty thousand native con- 
verts (including Roman Catholics) met 
death with a heroism worthy of the best 
age of the church.’’

We are all. more or less prone - to 
intemperance in one line oF another. 
Human fiesh is weak and no-m 
perfect. Intemperance, especially 
when it takes the form of extreme lan- 
guage in the expression of.opinions or 
convictions, is a very human error and 
is very often found in those who de- 
yote themselves moxzt strenuously to 
preathing temperance. And as they 
do not practice what they preach, the 
inevitable result is injury to the cause 
they advocate. — 

A case directly in point is reported 
from a neighboring southern city. An 
eminent divine, a man whose life is 
devoted to the advocacy of temperance, 
has been regaling a congregation of 
young men with a discourse upon the 
theater in the course. of which he, ac- 
cording to the report furnished the 
press, declared the theater to be— 
one of the snares of the devil referred 
to by Apostle Paul in his epistile to Tim- 
othy. The barroom could not be consid- 
ered a snare, for its purposes can be 
geen and known of all men. * * * 

The great objection to the theater is 
that it lives on impurity. Its stock in 
trade is the display of the physical 
charms of women, ‘and the depraved 
appetite which feeds and fattens upon the 
degradation of women. 

This sort of-wholesale denunciation 
of the theater without any attempt at 
discrimination between the and 
the bad is a favorite method employed 
by some sénsational puipit orators to 
attract attention to themselves. This 
special case does not seem, however, 
to come within that category, for the 
man who uttered the sentiments 
quoted is not a sensationalist. He is a 
man of such high standing that it is 
impossible to attribute: his utterances 
to. the ignorance ane might expect 


from one who has never had an oppor- 


tunity to see for himself. It seems to 
be a plain case of mistaken intemper- 
ance in the expression of opinion—an 
intemperance which the preacher him- 
self would condemn in another.

At the “Rip Van 
Winkle” performance in this city an 
audience of old and young, children 
and gray-beards, crowded the Grand 
to its fullest, and every man, woman 
and child was better for having seen 
the play. It furnishes a better ser- 
mon—a simpler, clearer, more com- 
prehensive lesson in morality “and 
temperance—than thousands of those 
preached from the pulpit. Nor does 
“Rip Van Winkle” stand alone by any 
means. 

While it is undoubtedly true that 
there are forms of theatricals in which 
the “display of the physical charms of 
women” is a prominent feature, it is 
equally true that there is very much 
that is wholesome upon the stage. In- 
deed, it is not exaggeration to say that 
the great majority of plays teach good 
lessons; their influence is to uplift 
rather than degrade humanity. 

This is known to all persons of in- 
telligence. When, therefore, one who 
should be a teacher of his fellow-men 
allows himself to be $0 carried away 
by the excess of his zeal that he in- 
dulges in such intemperate attacks 
upon the stage, the natural effect is 
not favorable to the cause for which 
he stands. 

Pruriency, indecency of any kind, 
upon the stage is to be condemned. 
is the duty of teachers of morals to 
warn their hearers against such evils 
as éxist. Put it is neither wisdom nor 
good sense on their part to indulge in 
the condemnation of the good along 
with the bad. 


Japan To Honor Perry. 

Japan is preparing to commemorate 
her modern awakening by erecting a 
monument in honor of Commodore 
Oliver H. Perry upon her own soil. 

Fifty years ago the port of Japan 
was closed against the western world 
and when Commodore Perry under- 
took to enter Japanese waters he was 
politely told to keep out. But the 
American sailor was not to be dis- 
missed in this peremptory fashion. He 
carried a letter of introduction from 
the president of the United States to 
the emperor of Japan and he was de- 
termined to have the American gov- 
ernment treated with proper respect, 
no matter what might happen. So on 
being told ‘that the emperor was not 
specially anxious to see him he be- 
came all the more anxious to see the 
emperor, as he desired to teach him a 
lesson in courtesy which he was not 
apt to forget. To make the story short 
Commodore Perry succeeded without 
much difficulty in entering Japanese 
waters. and he not only forced the 
emperor to Accept the honor of his ac- 
‘Quaintance but he _— ga just the

her appreciation.

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Not Mere Sentiment, 

The uncertainty over the action of 
the Cubar corstitutional convention 
has given rise to much unfavorable 
comment upon that part of the Span- 
ish war resolution of congress in 
which the purpose*of this government 
to turn Cuba over to’ the Cuban peo- 
ple was set forth in clear and unmis- 
takable language. It seems to be the 


popular thing to denounce this decla- 


ration as an uncalled for piece of sen- 
timent and to criticize the senate for 
its adoption. 

Perhaps it is just as well for the 
truth of history to refer to some of 
the circumstances surrounding the 
adoption of that declaration—the Tell- 
er resolution, as it is generally called. 

It was not an unwise or unneces- 
sary bit of sentiment. There was 
much more to it than that. Congress 
was influenced in its action very large- 
ly by the président’s fear that in go- 
ing to war with Spain we might be en- 
tering upon a “world’s war.” The ex- 
pression is his own, used in his con; 
ferences with leaders of both parties 
in the senate and the house whom he 
invited to the white house for the pur- 
pose of discussing the situation. He 
was not alome in considering that a 
war with Spain might bring on serious 
complications with other nations. 
There was no doubt ‘that the sympa- 
thies of some of these were with 
Spain.. In order, therefore, that there 
could be no charge that we were going 
to war for our own aggrandizement— 
that we wanted Cuba ourselves—an ex-, 

plicit declaration of vur purposes was 
“er forth in the war resolytion. It 
was not sentiment alone; in a sense, 
the declaration was made for our own 


‘protection. 


There is no need of losing sight of 
this fact in the consideration of the 
present situation in Cuba. There is 
really nothing in the conditions set 
forth in the last act of congress as 
precedent to éhe establishment of a 
Cuban government that clashes with 
the Teller resolution. These condi- 
tions are all in the interest of the 
In a nutshell, the 
United States offers to assume the ob- 
ligation of protecting them from pos- 
sible outside foes, abot the only 
thing asked in return being that the 
Cuban people will maintain such a 
stable government of their own mak- 
ing as will insure the protection of 
their own health through sensible 
sanitary regulations in the cities, the 
protection of property, and that they 
will recognize ‘the- Monroe: doctrine. 
They would have to do this latter un- 
der any circumstances, so that ‘*de- 
mand” can really be elminated from 
the category of conditions.

Tennessee Senate Passes Bill Affect- 
ing Railroad Commission. 
Nashville. Tenn., Aprfi 10.—(Special.)— 
The senate passed the bill repealing the 
clause of the railroad commission act. 
which gives the commission the power to 
suspend the “long and short haul” clause 

of the regulations. 

The house ‘laid aside the assessment bill 
until tomorrow, having refused to re-en- 
act the back tax attorney system and ea 
special committee was named to draft a 
section to collect delinquent taxes. 

The house tabled the bill to reorganize 
the bureau of agriculture and passed a 
bil? transferring the live stock commis- 
sioner to that department. ’ 

The bill to have the governor, attorney 
general and chief justice name the state 
librarian passed. 

The penitentiary investigating commit- 
tee presented its report today. Concern- 
ing the report of Expert Accountant J. 
W. Allen the committee says: 

“In so far as Mr. Allen confined himself 
strictly to the duty of an accountant, as- 
certaining if there had been an honest 
accounting for all funds, h's work was 
very satisfactory, but your committee 
does not, indorse his unwarranted attack 
upon the prison management and making 
of contracts, which a thorough and pains- 
taking investigation has shown to be 
above adverse criticism or suspicion.” 

The committee’s most important recom- 
mendation is that more coal lands be 
purchased and the number of convicts in 
the state mines be increased.

With characteris- 
tic Georgia enterprise he was taken in 
hand, and before night he had purchased 
an outlying farm, which he proceeded to 
set in order. He sent for his brother in 
law, Mel Hanna, and soon the other one, 
Mark, followed. The annua! hegira south 
of the whole Hanna connection soon be- 
came a regular tHing, which was fol- 
‘| lowed by others, such as Governor Mer- 
riam, of Minnesota. and General Kyd 
Douglas, of Maryland. 


The attention paid “this first stranger 
led to the great conference of five years 
ago in which Governer McKinley, of 
Ohio, was the object of interest.

POLITICAL AND PERSONAL 


Governor Allen D. Candler left the city 
last night for New York and Washing- 
ton, to be gone probably until next Tues- 
day or Wednesday. He will spend Friday 
in Washington visiting with his son, and 
will be in New York city from Saturday 
until Monday. The governor goes both 
on personal and public business. As 
stated elsewhere, the governor while in 


New York will arrange to. borrew: 64,- 
000 on account of the state for the pur- 


pose of paying the schoo! teachers their 
second month’s salary on the present 
year. In addition to this while in Wash- 
ington the governor will probably look 
after Georgia’s war claims against the 
government. The government is still due 
the state about $5,000 for expenses in- 
curred in equipping ‘the troops during 
the Spanish war. Governor Candler thinks 
. will be able to secure all but about 
$1,000 of these claims. But ft will be 
impossible to secure the required — vouch- 
ers for about $1,000 and that wili be lost 
to the state. Then, too, the state will 
probably lose the claim of $900 for rental 
of the state camping grounds at Griffin. 
No contract was made for the rental of 
these grounds and for that reason it may 
be impossible to collect the money. Gov- 
ernor Candler, however, will make évery 
effort to get it before he finally gives up. 


Assistant Commissioner R. F. Wright, 
of the agricultural depdrtment, returned 
to the city yesterday from Brunswick, 
where he went to attend the cane and 
cassava convention held there on Tues- 
day. Captain Wright saki the conven- 
tion was most enthusiastic and he be- 
lieves that great good will result to south 
Georgia as a result of it. 

“There was one thing done,” he said, 
“which seems to have been overlooked in 
the published statements concerning’ the 
convention, and that was a resolution 
passed urging the legislature to establish 
an experimental farm in the southern 
part of the state. There ts a great de2- 
sire to have such a station in south Geor- 
gia for the purpose of experimenting with 
cane and cassava, two products which 
will ultimately be of untold importance 
to that section. A committee has been 
designated to bring the matter to the 
atténtion of the legislature, and they be- 
lieve that the importance of the project 
will commend itself to that body. The 
cost will be comparatively small when 
the great good that may be done is taken 
into consideration.”’ 


The prison commission has just invest- 
ed in some valuable hogs which will be 
placed on the state farm at Milledgeville, 
The animals, one hog afid three sows, 
were purchased from Colonel Ed lL. 
Wight, whose stock and chicken farm at 
Smyrna, just north of Atlanta, has al- 
ready attained a reputation that {fs not 
confined to the Mmits of the state. They 
are Berkshire hogs of the full blood and 
registered. and their pedigree goes with 
them. The commission is taking great 
interest in stock raising at the state 
farm and every opportunity is taken ad- 
vantage of to improve this department.’ 
The animals will be sent to the farm at 
once. 


The prison commision has just secured 
from the printer a new supply of print- 
ed rules, embodying those recently adopt- 
ed relating to the government of mis- 
demeanor convict camps, and these will 
be sent to all the camps throughout the 
state. The law requires that these rules 
shall be posted ft a conspicuous place 
at each camp for the information of the 
guards and of the convicts. The recent 
agitation of the question of the govern- 
ment of misdemeanor camps has accom- 
plished much good in many sections of 
the state. and doubtless there will be 
fewer complaints of abuses and misman- 
agement in the future,

Prison Commission Decides Against 
Hotiew Ware Plant. 
PROPOSITION TURNED DOWN 


Because of Bxistence of Several 
Manufactories in Georgia. 


TWO OF THEM ARE poMPERATIVE 


Decision Is Viewed as a Victory for 
Manufscturers anf Labor- 
ing Classes. 


The prison commission yesterday de- 
cided to decline the proposition looking 
ta the establishment of a plant for man- 
ufacturing hollow ware and stove uten- 
silis at the state farm at Milledgeville. 

it was expected that the commission 
would take this action after the strong 
preventation of their case made by the 
delegation from Rome and by the repre- 
sentatives of the labor interest from Ful- 
ton county who addressed the commnis- 


sion on the subject. 3 

This decision was definitely reached af- 
ter a consultation yesterday morning be- 
tween General Clement A. , Evans and 
Chairman/J. 8. Turner, the only mem- 
bers of the eommission present. 
ever, they constitute a majority. 

“We have decided after consideration,” 
said Chairman Turner, “not to accept 
the proposition for the establishment of 
a hollow wate plant at the prison farm. 
We reached this conclusion for the rea- 
son that there are now three or more 
plants in the state engaged in the man- 
ufacture of hollow ware, two of which 
are co-operative concerns in whith the 
employees are large stockholders, if they 
are not the principal owners. 

“We felt that it would be a hardship 
on theee concerns for the state to per- 
mit the establishment of such a plant and 
‘the use of its convict labor in the mak- 
ing of these goods, and We have simply 
decideé not to entertain the propositicn. 
That, of course, will erd the matter.” 

Chairman Turner said there would be 
ne formal order in the matter, as that 
was not considered necessary. He was 
satisfied, he seid, that this statement 
through the press would put on nutice 
as to the action of the commission all 
who are :nterested in the matter. 

Victory for Free Labor. 

The two co-operative companies to 

which Chairman Turner referred are the 
Southern Co-operative Foundry Company, 
of Rome, which was represented befure 
the commission by President John J. 
Seay, and the Dalton Stove works, which 
also sent in a protest signei by all the 
prominent firms and business men Of 
Dalton. The employees of these c*on- 
cerns are large stockholders in them, 
much of their capital being made up from 
the savings of the laborers. 
' The action of the commission may be 
ecnsidered a victory for the labor iuter- 
ests. The prison commission was not 
ovare of the extent to which hollow ware 
is manufactured in the state by free la- 
bor, and did not think that such a plant 
would offer any material competition. As 
soon as it was shown that such was the 
eas@ the commission promptly de-lied 
against the scheme. Had not such been 
the case it. is likely the plant would have 
been established at the farm,

When the splendid memoria] hall, gives 
to the institution by Mr. Swann, is com- 
pleted the cost of the structure will have 
exceeded $30,000, since the heating appa- 
ratus for the hall is not included in the 
general bids. The dormitory will be ready 
for the occupancy of the Tech students 
on September 12th, two weeks before the 
opening of the fall term. The building 
will be situated on the southwest corner 
of the campus and will be three stories 
high, constructed of brick with stone 
facing, making altogether one of the 
most imposing structures of the institu- 
ton, 

The board of local directors of the 
school, consisting of George Winship, W. 
M, Kelley, W. B, Miles, A. T. Downing 
and Captain Lyman Hall,,was called to 
oréer at noon in the office of Architect 
A. T. Downing. The bids opened were 
as follows:

HOW THE DEACON RULES 


Congregation States He Got the Last 
| Pastor in Jail. 


SOCIETY OF UNITY CAUSES DISCORD 


Recorder Dismisses Case Against 
Deacon O’Neal, but Warns Church 
About Having Future Rows. 


If the testimony given by the congrega- 
tion of Mt. Zion Baptist church before 
the recorder yesterday afternoon is to be 
believed, Hiram O'Neal, the chairman of 
the board of deacons, Js a usurper, a des- 
pot ard a czar.

At the trial in the police court yester- 
day one of the church deacons made the 
following statement: 

*Brudder O'Neal am bin causin’ ‘sturb- 
ments in dat church fer nigh onto twen- 
ty year. He called hisse’f de chairman 
ob de board ob deacons, when nobody 
‘pint him ter dat job, and he sets up 
at all de meetin’s sayin’ dat he am de 
chairman, an’ he doan h’ar no motion 
whut doan suit him, an’ he wont let 
nobody ’peal frum de ‘cision ob de chair. 
De congregation meet las’ week an’ called 
er pastor, an’ bekase Brudder O'Neal 
doan lak de one whut we called he bruk 
up de meetin’. Den we sed we wus gwine 
ter meet ergin las’ nite an’ when us got 
dere Brudder O’Neal had de church lock- 
ed up an’ he was on de inside wid sum 
wimens an’ lowing’ dat he wus holdin’ 
er meetin’ ob de S’ciety of Unity.”’ 

O'Neal made a statement in ich he 
claimed that the Society of Unity had 
been meeting on the first Tuesday after 
the first Monday for the past thirty years 
and that the church congregation ought 
to have selected some other night for the 
conference. 

“I wish to remark,” said the recorder, 
‘that if the unity society has been going 
on for thirty years, it has made mighty 
slow progress.”’

“One of the Old Landmarks of At- 
* | Santa Passes Away. 


WAS A MINISTER FIFTY YEARS 


Fought: in Confederate Army and 
Made'a Brave Soldier—Was 
83 Years of Age. 


After a lingering illness Rev. Jeddi- 
diah D. Garrison, a Methodist minister 
for fifty years, and one of the old land- 
marks of Atlanta; died last night at 9:30 
o’tlock at his late residence, No. 265 De- 


catur street. 

One of the ambitions of his life was to 
preach to the poor, and recently he was 
appointed by the: city council to preach 
the gospel to the convicts at the stock- 
ade. but he became il! before he ever had 
a chance to fill the office and died with 
hig desire unattained. 

Rev. Garrison was born in Hall county, 
Georgia, in 1818 and had reached the age 
of eighty-three. In 1851 he was ordained 
a Methodist ministers and he was at the 
time of his death a member of St.Paul’s 
church, on East Hunter street. 

When the war broke out between the 
states he enlisted in the confederate army 
and made a valiant and brave soldier, Af- 
ter the war he first settled in Coweta 
county, near Newnan, and about thirty- 
five years ago he moved to Atlanta. For 
many years his home was at No. 265 De- 
catur street, a two-story frame house, 
which was considered one of the most 
desirable residences in the city several 
years ago. 

He was a member of the Confederate 
Veterans’ Association and the camp to 
which he belonged will turn out in a body 
at the funeral. 

‘His wife died several years ago and he 
leaves only one child, Mrs. Elizabeth Kel- 
ly. who was with him when he died.

GIVEN A HARD BLOW 


“Leda and J upiter” 


Discountenanced in the Police 
Court==--A Conflict with 
Ordinance. 


High art of the kind which portrays 
mythology on canvass with a reckless 
disregard for raiment received a knock- 
out blow in Atlanta yesterday when the 
recorder ordered Phillip Levy, an art ex- 
hfbitor, to box up Jupiter and Leda and 
ship them away unless he wanted to pay 


a heavy fine. 

Levy has been exhibiting a lot of paint- 
ings at No. 9 Peachtree street, and among 
his collection was a picture representing 
Jupiter after he had transformed him- 
self into a swan and winged his flight to 
earth to make love to Leda: Of course, 
Leda is in the picture and it was her 
scarcity of raiment which caused In- 
spector Hunter to make a case against 
Levy and take him before the recorder 
for violating a city ordinance which pro- 
hibits the exhibition or sale of any picture 
which might be termed obscene. 

o ministers of the gospel were the 
witnesses against Levy and his mytho- 
logical painting. They were Dr. Byrd, of 
the First Methodist church, and Dr. 
Eakes, of Merritts avenue church. The 
witnesses stated that they had been told 
about the picture and they had looked 
at it for the purpose of prosecuting the 
owner. 

Levy's defense of his “grand, magnifi- 
cent. sublime, classical and elegant work 
of art’’ made a very entertaining feature 
of the investigation. He went into rhap- 
sodies over his picture, but his art treas- 
ure was ruled out. 

The painting bears all the evidence of 
that age which is requisite to make a 
picture antiquated enough to give it some 
precedence as a masterpiece. The painter 
has sought to give a creation of Homer's 
story about Jupiter when he fell in love 
with the beautiful Jupiter was, of 
course, up in his vens looking after 
the thunder bolts and other things when 
he peeped down on the earth and saw 
‘Leda. Just who she ‘was, mythology 
doesn’t state, and if she had any family 
tree Homer forgot to mention the fact. 
She felt very proud that a. fellow like 
Jupiter should fall in love with her, fust 
like the American hefresses do these 
times when a duke or an earl crosses the 
pond to marry them. Jupiter had a trick 
of changing himself to suit the occasion 
and when he came down to court Leda 
he transformed himself into a big white 
swan and in this form did his courting. 

High art, when dealing with mythology. 
has a way of disregarding. drapery and 
when the artist painted Levy’s picture of 
Leda and her swan lover he did not dreas 
Leda up in any too much clothes, and it 
was this oversight that caused Levy and 
his high art to appear before the re- 


corder. 
Two Ministers Testify. 
The two ministers testified that they 
believed the picture to be obscene. 


Levy made:a speech. He said the pic- 


ture had been on exhibition in many 
cities and was everywhére regarded as 
@ most superb work of art. 

“That picture came from the duke of 
Orleans,” said Levy, “and it has been in 
a private faniily in this country for fit- 


teen years. Kt has been viewed by the 


crowned heads of Europe and it ifilus- 
trates a poem from the immortal Homer.” 
“The picture may be high art and clas- 
sical,” stated. Recorder 


and it will get the worst of the collision. 
Homer was not very nice himself in his 
choice of subjects and some of the crown- 
ed heads of Europe are not good judges 
of what is chaste and proper. I have seen 
that picture myself and I say it is not 
such a painting ag can be exhibited in 
Atlanta under the city ordinance.’’ 

“Then I am very sorry,” replied Levy. 
“IT had no idea I was violating @ny law 
and I will box up my picture and carry 
it away.”’ 

“If you will not exhfbit the picture 
again,’’ the recorder told the defendant, 
“I will not enter any fine. But Leda and 
Jupiter must make their exit from this 
city.” 

As soon as he returned to his store Levy 
took his “sublime’’ work of high art and 
boxed’ it up ready for shipping. 

It may make Isis and Osiris weep, but 
mythology is a back number in Atlanta 
when an attempt is made to parade it 
without a lawful amount, of clothes, -and 
when it bumps up againg#st the inspector, 
ministers of the gospel and city ordi- 
nances.

REPAIRS WILL BE EXTENSIVE 


The New Elevator Was Thoroughly 
Tested and Formally Accepted 
Yesterday. | 


Julius C. Holmes, a government build- | 
ingins pector, arrived in the city yester- 
day from Washington for the puyspose 
of inspecting the United States building. 

Needed improvements wil be made in 
the way of refinishing the interior walls 
and repainting the woodwork. A new 
floor will be put down in the postoffice 
work room. In fact, the retouching of 
the interior has been in progress for two 
or three days. Yesterday the painters 
completed painting the elevator shaft. 

The new elevator, which was put in by 
the Otis Elevator Company, of New 
York city, cost Uncle Sam $6,140. It was 
formally accepted yesterday, after a 
thorough test by N. F. Thompson, a spe- 
cial government elevator inspector. It 
is one of the most modern and perfect 
elevators operated in Atlanta, and fur- 
nishes a pleasing contrast to the old 
steam elevator that was long the byword 
and joke of the custom house. 

It is not believed that the contemplated 
improvements at the United States build- 
ing indicate a determination on the part 
of the government to worry along with 
the antiquated structure a few years 
longer. These improvements are imper- 
ative, though thev will not be begun un- 
til the opening of the next fiscal year on 
July ist, owing to no funds being avail- 
able for the purpose until then. They 
will cost several thousand dollars. The 
agitation for a bad'- needed new govern- 
ment building in Atlanta will go on not- 


withstanding. 

Inspector Holmes will remain in At- 
lanta several days, when he will return 
to Washington with his recommenda- 


tions. 


GENERAL GORDON’S ‘LECTURE. 


He Will Address the Atlanta Lec- 
ture Association Friday Night. 


General John B. Gordon will lecture at 
the Grand Friday night on “The First 
Days of the Confederacy.’’ The address 
will be before the Atlanta Lecture As- 
sociation.

General Gordon has never delivered this 
lecture in Atlanta. While it is impossible 
to say which of his two famous addressés 
is the best, many able critics are Inclined 
to the opinion that this one on the first 
days of the civil war is the more power- 
ful: It is full of descriptions of thrilling 
scenes.
